VALEDICTORY 


According to the dictionary, the word "valedic¬ 
tory" means a "bidding farewell." When applied to 
school life, the term valedictory has the significance 
of being an address given by a student on behalf of 
the graduating class. This year, I have been honoured 
by being named the valedictorian, and it is my 
privilege to attempt to express the sentiments of 
the Churchill's graduating class of 1959-60. 

It is now five years since Churchill High was 
opened. This year is especially significant in that 
it is the first year that a class having received their 
entire Junior High and Senior High education at 
Churchill High School has graduated. That is, those 
who were here in 1955, the school's first year, in 
Grade 7 are now about to graduate. Therefore, as 
the first "all Churchill" class, we have an even 
greater responsibility of representing Churchill, our 
school, which has meant so much to us these past 
five years. 

We who are about to graduate are indebted to 
many people in many ways. First of all, there are 
the teachers, who are called upon to fill many roles. 
Besides fulfilling their academic duties, they also 
spend a great deal of time voluntarily, helping us in 
many ways. As well as being our educators and in¬ 
structors, they are our advisors in a wide variety of 
matters; they are our coaches in interschool and 
interhouse sports, and they give up much of their 
free time to supervise other extracurricular activities. 
Various teachers in our school have spent many hours 
helping with such activities as school donees, the 
Musical Festival, the operetta, presented for the first 
time by our school this term, the Christmas Choral 
concert, the telecast, field day, and work on our 
yearbook. Let us not forget their varied efforts on 
our behalf. 

Another group to whom we will be endlessly in¬ 
debted and without whom we would be endlessly in¬ 
decisive and insecure are our parents. Without a 
thought of self, they have given their time, talents 
and enthusiasm to our many projects or problems. 
They are always ready to listen to our troubles, to 
offer valuable advice, or, if necessary, enforce re¬ 
strictions which, although only for our own benefit 
and protection, often seem at the time unnecessary 
or too harsh. On behalf of the graduating class, I 
would like to extend our sincere thanks to those who 
hove helped us to be where we are today. 

For most of us, our years in Churchill have been 
very pleasant. True, we have had to work hard, but 
the many rewards easily compensate us for that. In 
school, we have found a source of friendship, a place 
to participate in responsible activities such as school 
government, a place to enjoy our spare time by such 
activities as sports and music, and above all, a place 
in which to work for ourselves to increase our knowl¬ 
edge. For those of us who take the trauble to put 
a little effort into school life, the benefits are so 
great that they will influence us for many years to 
come. 

The approaching Graduation will signify a great 
change for most of us. Some will be going on to 
higher education in university, while others will be 
venturing out into the business world for the first 
time. Whatever the future holds, one thing will face 
every one in this class — increased responsibility in 
matters large and small. For some, this responsibility 


will mean making a living tor themselves in the 
adult world and eventually raising a family. What¬ 
ever course we pursue in life, we must be prepared 
to make adjustments to the many challenges which 
will, in a very short time, be facing us. First, we 
will have to learn to control our own finances and 
business affairs. We will have to strive to work for 
improvements in ourselves and the community in 
which we live. In the adult business world, we will 
find more competition than in school. If we become 
too complacent, there will be others to take our 
places. A final challenge, and prabably the most 
important, will be the difficulty in choosing a set 
of standards by which we must live. Up to this time, 
most of us have been willing to accept the patterns 
of moral standards that our parents have demon¬ 
strated to us. However, we will soon have to make 
our own decisions as .to what is right and what is 
wrong, and to act accordingly. However, the basic 
principles which we have been taught at home and 
at school will help to make this third challenge 
easier to meet. 

Besides our personal challenges in life, we will 
have to face problems on a much greater scale. The 
future of the world today is unsettled. Terms like 
the "Cold War" and "World Tension" are becoming 
more and more common. International relations are 
strained; in fact, many respected authorities have 
predicted that the world may soon face another 
major war which could entirely destroy our Earth. 
It is into this world which we must go, and it will be 
our responsibility to solve the problems which it is 
now facing. This will require a great deal of courage, 
determination, and resourcefulness on our parts and 
on the parts of many thousands of other young people 
who will be graduating at this time. The world which 
we will face will present many problems to our gener¬ 
ation, but I do not think that we need feel that the 
situation is hopeless. In fact, it is far from it. Since 
in Canada today, we have more luxuries, as well as 
more of the essentials, than any other race has ever 
had, the struggle for survival does not loom as large 
to us as it does to others. Nevertheless, we must not 
become overly selfsatisfied and become the victims 
of a common stigma today — complacency. 

Now, as we who are participating in the service 
leave this church, we are about to embark on an 
adventure entirely different from anything we have 
ever experienced — that of being independent and 
on our own. It will be difficult, and not without 
hardships, but it must be faced with optimism and 
energy, if we are to achieve the aim of a worthwhile, 
prosperous life, materially and spiritually — an aim 
for which we have been preparing since we began 
school and of which an important part is today's 
GRADUATION SERVICE.

The Snow Tea 


One of the highlights of the first term was the 
Snow Tea. Since we did not hove a tea last year, our 
school funds were in need of replenishing and we decided 
to make an all-out effort in our Tea. Those who worked 
so willingly towards it will fully understand the feeling 
of pride with which we say, "It was a grand success." 

There was keen enthusiasm. For six weeks the 
energies of many talented students were put to use. 
The student-teacher convenor system was used for the 
first time this year. Committees were organized with 
one, two or more committee heads in charge of them.

On the day of the Tea the schaol's auditorium 
buzzed with mass activity. The food donations and 
silverware were collected at the doors and had barely 



been sorted when a great many students arrived to set up 
the big Snowman on the stage, hang paper snow flakes 
on the wall, cover the serving tables and perform many 
other important details. 

There were many attractions for the parents this 
year. Check rooms were provided to enable the visitors 
to escape the onerous burden of heavy winter clothes;

class raoms. 

After the tour of the School, the visitors were 
ushered to seats in the decorated auditorium by Senior 
High boys. There, the Grade Twelve girls poured tea, 
which the Grade Eleven girls served along with dainties. 
The dishwashing was done by the Grade Nines. 

The aforementioned variety concert, which was held 
not only for the supersalesmen but also for the com¬ 
mittee heads and the members of the rooms that won 
the ticket selling contest, featured the talent of both 
teachers and students. The selections by Mr. Robert¬ 
son, Mr. Madder, Mr. Goldring, Mr. Cook, Mr. Proctor, 
Linda Kerr, Rita Maori, and Diane Thatcher were great¬ 
ly enjoyed. Just before dismissal, drinks and doughnuts 
were served. 

From the ticket sales, the sale of home-cooking, and 
donations made at the door, a net profit of one thousand, 
four hundred and ten dollars was realized. These results 
prove again that anything Churchill High attempts to do 
is done well.

ADVENTURE IN CITIZENSHIP

It is perhaps necessary to present a little of the history of the "Adventure in 
Citizenship" before beginning the very difficult task of trying to express my feelings 
and opinions about my "adventure." 

For the tenth consecutive year the Rotary Club of Ottawa, in direct co-operation 
with all Rotary Clubs across Canada, sponsored a project to promote a better under¬ 
standing of the meaning and responsibilities of Canadian citizenship. For a period 
of four days in May 1960, approximately two hundred senior High School students 
selected by the Rotary Clubs of Canada were the guests of the Rotary Club of 
Ottawa in the National Capital. 

In form the "adventure" involved a series of discussions, addresses by prominent 
Canadians, tours of Parliament and the R.C.M.P. headquarters, and other points 
which have come to be identified with Ottawa, and above all, a fellowship of 
Canadians from coast to coast. Perhaps the highlight of this general format came 
at the final banquet wherein one student from each province presented his im¬ 
pressions and observations of the capital city. I was given the opportunity to speak 
for Manitoba ond much of what follows was a part of my speech. 

I may perhaps begin to sound like a "flag waver." I'm not going to apologize 
for this feeling, for if there was one dominant impression I received, it is this. If 
there was any doubt of Canadians and Canadians from Campbell River in B.C. to 
Cornerbrooke in Nfid., it has entirely disappeared. It was indeed a very wonderful 
experience to meet at the railway station in Winnipeg a delegate from the other 
side of Winnipeg and then several from distant points in Manitoba. On boarding 
the train I met delegates from the other three western provinces, and on arriving 
in Ottawa all of us met the eastern delegates. Meeting and becoming friends with 
these fellow Canadians, even for only four days, was the most enjoyable and 
wonderful experience of my life. 

In Ottawa, whose very atmosphere is one of history and tradition, we heard 
our nation's leaders speak in turn of our Parliamentary heritage, our responsibility 
as citizens to promote a world peace, and our duty to maintain the integrity and 
independence of the individual. It is most unfortunate that all young Canadians 
cannot experience what I and a hundred and ninety-nine others experienced. I feel 
quite safe in saying that we left Ottawa very much impressed, by the city itself and 
very much aware of what this seemingly innocent word, "citizenship," really means.

The Judge is captivated by the plaintiff, the 
beautiful Angelina, the cheated maid who comes 
with her bridesmaids. He sends a note to Angelina 
who kisses it and tucks it safely away. 


Angelina, moved by the counsel's plea on her 
behalf, falls weeping into the arms of the Foreman 
of the Jury. Meanwhile, the Usher is trying to main¬ 
tain order in Court. Edwin is abused by the Jurors 
who call for substantial damages. 

Edwin begs in vain for mercy and asks them 
not to bring him to sorrow. Angelina pleads with 
Edwin and tells him that she loves him but he repels 
her, telling her he is "no good" and a ruffian.

In 1668 the Nonsuch, a fifty ton ketch 
sailed from London to Hudson Bay carrying 
a cargo of trade goods. The fate of the 
Hudson’s Bay Corr^any, and indeed, of 
western and northern Canada depended on 
the success of her voyage, for Groseillier* 
and Radisson had described to King Charles 
the wealth of furs found in the New 
World, but the existence and accessibility 
of this wealth had to be established. The 
valuable returning cargo was hailed with 
joy and the company of court Gallants who 
backed the adventure was incorporated, on 
May 2nd. 1670, as “The Governor and 
Company of Adventurers of England trading 
into Hudson Bay.”
